To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hove. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  for  the  year 
1965. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  resident  popula- 
tion, 73,040,  is  an  increase  of  260  on  the  previous  year.  The  1961 
Census  Report  gave  the  population  as  72,843  : 29,929  males,  42,914 
females. 

The  death  rate  corrected  by  the  Registrar-General’s  comparability 
factor  of  0.54  was  11.12  (rate  for  England  and  Wales  11.5),  compared 
with  a 1964  rate  of  10.62  (rate  for  England  and  Wales  11.3).  The 
number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  1,506  (1964 — 1,406)  : 657  males 
and  849  females.  27.3  per  cent  being  over  the  age  of  65  years  and 
55.8  per  cent  over  75  years.  An  analysis  of  the  main  causes  of  deaths 
will  be  found  on  page  15  of  this  report,  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that  as  in  previous  years  the  main  causes  of  death  were  vascular  lesions 
of  nervous  system,  coronary  and  other  heart  diseases,  cancer  (all 
forms).  Deaths  from  lung  cancer  increased  from  50  in  1964  to  69  in 
1965. 

The  birth  rate  as  corrected  by  the  Registrar-General’s  comparability 
factor  of  1.36,  increased  slightly  to  16.70  (rate  for  England  and  Wales 
18.0)  (15.99 — 1964)  (rate  for  England  and  Wales,  18.4).  The  total 
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number  of  live  births  was  897,  including  154  illegitimate  births,  giving 
an  illegitimacy  rate  of  17.16.  The  figure  for  still  births  12,  was  3 less 
than  1964,  with  a stillbirth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  of 
13.20  (rate  for  England  and  Wales  15.7)  (1964 — 17.22)  (rate  for 
England  and  Wales  16.3). 

The  infant  mortality  rate  17.72  (15  deaths  under  one  year  of  age) 
showed  an  increase  from  the  1964  figure  of  14.01  (12  deaths  under  one 
year  of  age).  The  infant  mortality  rate  amongst  illegitimate  babies 
was  19.48  per  thousand.  The  neonatal  death  rate  (deaths  under  four 
weeks  per  1,000  live  births  was  12.26  : the  perinatal  mortality  rate 
(number  of  still-births  and  deaths  under  one  week  combined  per 
1,000  total  live  and  still-births)  was  25.30.  The  maternal  mortality 
rate  was  nil  as  in  1964. 

912  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  1965  compared 
with  175  in  1964,  but  of  this  figure  765  were  attributed  to  measles 
and  as  this  disease  is  characterised  by  a biannual  cycle  there  is,  there- 
fore, no  significance  in  this  large  increase  of  cases,  none  of  which  were 
serious.  83  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified,  the  greater  proportion 
of  which  were  in  respect  of  an  outbreak  at  a local  school  during  the 
summer  months.  Details  of  the  outbreak  are  as  follows  : — -

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register  705 
(691 — 1964)  is  mainly  due  to  the  small  number  of  deaths  during  the 
year,  i.e.  8,  compared  with  25  in  1964. 

There  were  five  individual  cases  of  food  poisoning,  but  no  outbreaks.

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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

This  Act  has  placed  many  additional  duties  on  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  Administrative  staff  of  the  department.  Provisions 
dealt  with  are  : — 

Compulsory  registration,  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature, 
ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities,  drinking 
water,  accommodation  for  clothing,  seats  for  employees,  guarding  of 
machinery,  first  aid,  invesitgation  of  accidents,  and  information  to 
employees  as  to  provisions  of  Act. 

Premises  were  required  to  be  registered  with  the  local  authority  by 
31st  July,  1964,  and  the  inspection  of  premises  to  commence  on  the 
1st  August,  1964.  Shortage  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  clerical 
staff  in  the  department  delayed  commencement  of  work  under  this  Act, 
but  this  was  remedied,  and  inspection  of  registered  premises  commenced 
in  February  1965.  During  these  inspections,  occupiers  who  had  not 
registered  were  persuaded  to  do  so,  and  as  a result  the  number  of 
premises  registered  has  been  increased  by  171  or  21  per  cent.  By  the 
31st  December,  1965,  progress  was  as  follows  : —

As  with  all  new  legislation,  problems  have  arisen  involving  inter- 
pretation of  provisions  contained  in  the  Act,  and  numerous  statutory 
instruments  and  circulars  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Labour.  “ Suitable 
and  sufficient”  lighting  is  a requirement  in  the  Act  which  has  been 
difficult  to  apply.  Adequate  lighting  of  places  where  people  work,  in 
order  to  minimise  eye-strain  and  accidents,  and  to  improve  quality 
and  productivity  of  work  has  been  the  subject  of  much  investigation. 
The  application  of  specific  standards  by  legislation  is  found  to  be 
extremely  difficult  and  local  authorities  have  to  formulate  their  own 
standards.  As  a guide  the  standards  formulated  by  the  The  Illuminating 
Engineering  Society  were  used,  lightmeter  readings  were  taken,  and 
when  below  the  recommended  standard,  the  occupier  was  asked  to 
carry  out  improvements.  In  a number  of  cases  it  was  found  that 
fluorescent  lighting  had  been  fitted  without  diffusers.  The  fixing  of 
bare  tubes  at  low  levels  produced  excessive  glare  and  eye  strain,  and 
it  is  considered  that  the  fixing  of  diffusers  should  be  regarded  as  essen- 
tial in  most  premises.  When  improved  artificial  lighting  is  asked  for, 
the  occupier  is  notified  of  the  recommended  lighting  standard  con- 
tained in  the  I.E.S.  code,  and  that  this  standard  of  illumination  should 
be  achieved  by  the  use  of  approved  fittings  fitted  with  adequate 
diffusers. 

Accidents.  The  investigation  of  accidents  in  these  premises  is  a 
duty  which  is  new  to  the  Public  Health  Department.  During  the 
year,  21  accidents  have  been  notified,  investigated  and  reports  made 
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to  the  Deputy  Superintending  Inspector  of  Factories  for  the  South- 
Eastern  Region.  These  notifications  came  from  a small  number  of 
firms  and  it  seems  likely  that  other  accidents  are  not  being  reported  to 
the  local  authority.  No  serious  accidents  were  reported. 


HOUSING  ACT  1961 
HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 

It  is  a know  fact,  there  are  a substantial  number  of  properties  in 
the  borough  that  come  within  the  category  of  multiple  occupation 
and,  since  1962  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  probe  this  vast  problem, 
where  occupations  have  been  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  by  reason  of 
overcrowding,  lack  of  general  sanitary  facilities  and  absence  of  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

The  Council’s  policy  towards  houses  in  multiple  occupation  con- 
tinued during  the  year  but  the  procedure  which  was  followed  did  not 
solve  the  occupation  problems  and  lack  of  suitable  facilities  which 
each  of  these  properties  presented  upon  investigation.  The  task  is 
made  even  harder  without  an  allocation  of  council  housing  units 
to  assist  in  improving  conditions,  for  in  vacating  a unit  of  accommoda- 
tion within  a multiple-occupied  house,  it  is  possible  to  re-arrange  the 
remaining  occupations  and  obtain  the  facilities  required  to  bring 
the  house  up  to  standard. 

Informal  negotiations  with  owners  to  secure  essential  improvements 
have  been  time  consuming  and  failed  to  produce  satisfactory  results 
and,  together  with  a lack  of  available  staff  for  this  important  public 
health  project,  little  or  no  progress  has  been  made,  regrettably  leaving 
the  problem  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  largely  unresolved.

The  bakery 
pleaded  guilty  and  a fine  of  £20  with  £5  costs  was  imposed  by  the 
magistrates.

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  to  local  authorities 
on  the  report  of  the  Milk  Hygiene  Sub-Committee  of  the  Milk  and 
Milk  Products  Technical  Advisory  Committee,  regarding  Antibiotics 
in  Milk  in  Great  Britain,  further  sampling  was  continued  during  1965. 

The  sampling  was  mainly  confined  to  Untreated  Milks  which  are 
farm  bottled,  namely  those  milks  which  are  produced  on  home  area 
farms  and  retailed  as  untreated  milks.

None  of  these  samples  failed  to  comply  with  the  presumptive 
standard  of  not  more  than  0.15  I.U.  penicillin  or  equivalent/ml.  of  milk. 

BIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK

None  of  the  above  samples  were  found  to  contain  Tubercle. 

During  the  year,  two  known  outbreaks  of  Brucella  abortus  among 
cattle  in  the  Sussex  area  were  recorded,  in  consequence  of  milk 
sampling.  Twenty  samples  of  untreated  milk  (Farm  bottled)  taken 
revealed  the  following  results. 

9 Samples  were  found  to  be  weakly  positive  or  positive  on  ring  test 
for  Brucella  abortus. 

11  Samples  were  found  to  contain  Brucella  abortus. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  the  producers  and  the  Public  Health  Authorities  in  whose 
areas  the  milk  was  produced.  Throughout  this  period,  close  liaison 
with  the  Public  Health  Authorities  concerned  enabled  measures  of 
control  to  be  brought  into  operation  without  delay.  Infected  herds 
were  isolated,  supplies  of  untreated  milks  were  withheld  from  retail 
sale,  or  were  sent  for  compulsorv  pasteurisation  before  release  for 
human  consumption. 

A constant  vigil  was  kept  on  this  problem  and  in  particular  extra 
sampling  of  farm  bottled  milks  coming  into  the  borough  was  necessarv. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  however,  there  tended  to  be  an  improve- 
ment, and  subsequently  the  milks  became  disease  free  and  Ft  for 
human  consumption. 

In  cases  of  Brucella  abortus,  a public  health  responsibilitv  does  exist, 
inasmuch  that  there  is  a risk  of  infection  to  human  beings  and  econo- 
micallv  of  course,  there  is  a constant  loss  to  dairy  farmers.  It  would 
appear  the  time  is  approaching  when  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  should  consider  the  necessitv  of  introducing  an 
eradication  scheme  for  this  purpose.

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HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  SERVICES 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  14/65  dated 
30th  July,  1965,  staff  requirements  for  1966  were  considered  and  a 
report  submitted  to  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services  Committee  at 
their  September  meeting. 

No  further  increases  in  the  Health  Visiting  or  Midwifery  staffs 
were  recommended  in  the  report,  but  two  Home  Nurses  were  con- 
sidered necessary,  the  equivalent  of  three  extra  full-time  Home  Helps, 
and  one  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

Health  Visiting 

Several  staff  changes  took  place  during  the  year,  and  in  June,  Mrs. 
Bokemeyer  was  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
submitted  in  September,  1964,  covering  the  10  Year  Plan.  In  July 
Miss  Payne  (Tuberculosis  Visitor)  retired,  and  was  replaced  by  Miss 
Ollis.  Mrs.  Trasler,  Geriatric  Health  Visitor  left  the  department  in 
December  to  take  up  another  appointment  and  in  November,  Miss 
Owst,  Assistant  Area  Nursing  Officer  resigned,  and  this  particular 
post  has  proved  most  difficult  to  fill  in  spite  of  repeated  advertisements 
in  the  appropriate  journals. 

The  actual  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visiting  staff  during 
1965  was  5,575,  plus  1,050  visits  by  the  Tuberculosis  Visitor  to  tuber- 
culosis households.  Visits  to  children  under  school  age  totalled 
3,308. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Health  Visitor  establishment  was  as 
follows: — 

1 Area  County  Nursing  Officer/Supt.  Health  Visitor 
1 Asst.  Area  County  Nursing  Officer/Supt.  Health  Visitor  (vacant) 
13  Health  Visitors 
4 Geriatric  Health  Visitors 
1 Tuberculosis  Visitor. 

Part-time  nurses  were  employed  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
evening  poliomyelitis  and  cytology  clinics,  and  their  valued  help  is 
greatly  appreciated. 

Transport  arrangements  have  improved  considerably  over  the  years, 
and  at  the  present  time  there  are  only  two  Health  Visitors  without 
either  a casual  car  allowance  or  car  provided  by  the  Council. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

The  table  on  page  39  sets  out  the  number  of  visits  made  during  the 
year,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  persons 
nursed  during  the  year,  2,450  (71,011  visits)  was  slightly  down  on  the 
1964  figure  of  2,637  (69,735  visits),  and  the  number  of  persons  who 
were  aged  65  years  or  over  at  first  visit  (1,576)  was  again  approxi- 
mately 500  less  than  in  1964.  The  highest  monthly  total  was  6,378 
during  March. 
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The  generous  help  of  the  Marie  Curie  Memorial  Foundation 
enabled  the  Hove  and  Portslade  District  Nursing  Association  to 
assist  many  cancer  patients  financially  during  the  year  under  the  Area 
Welfare  Grant  Scheme.  The  help  given  over  the  years  by  the  Founda- 
tion is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  laundry  service  provided  through  voluntary  funds  by  the  Hove 
and  Portslade  District  Nursing  Association  for  patients,  mostly  old 
people,  whose  facilities  for  washing  household  linen,  etc.,  are  either 
non-existent  or  greatly  restricted,  has  been  much  in  demand  during 
the  year  and  has  been  an  inestimable  boon  to  patients  and  relatives  and 
has  made  a tremendous  difference  to  the  confort  and  welfare  of  all 
those  who  receive  its  benefits. 

Midwifery 

During  1965,  209  patients  were  discharged  from  hospital  before 
10  days  to  the  care  of  the  midwife,  and  of  this  number  several  were 
discharged  at  48  hours  by  prior  arrangement.  1,001  visits  were 
involved. 

The  number  of  confinements  attended  by  midwives  during  the  year 
was  90  and  a doctor  was  present  on  32  occasions. 

Medical  Aid  was  required  in  4 cases  : 3 patients  and  1 baby. 

Office  Accommodation 

It  is  rapidly  becoming  obvious  that  with  the  continued  expansion 
of  the  various  services  administered  by  the  Health  Department  that 
the  present  accommodation  will  before  very  long  be  totally  inadequate 
and  it  is  hoped  that  something  can  be  done  in  the  near  future  to  relieve 
the  congestion,  and  if  possible  secure  ground  floor  premises  so  neces- 
sary where  so  many  old  people  are  concerned. 

Conclusion 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
and  Welfare  Services  Committee  for  their  help  and  co-operation 
during  the  year  and  also  thank  the  staff  concerned  with  carrying  out 
the  many  complicated  duties  involved  with  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Services  for  conscientious  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  all  their 
duties.

CARE  OF  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS 
AND  THEIR  BABIES 

During  the  year  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services  Committee  agreed 
to  help  financially  towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  at  a Mother  and 
Baby  Home  in  eleven  cases,  compared  with  six  in  1964. 

Cases  are  referred  to  the  department  mainly  by  the  Chichester 
Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association,  and  occasionally  from  the 
Southwark  Children’s  Society.  The  Social  Workers  attached  to  the 
association  or  society  carry  out  the  necessary  investigations  and  make 
all  arrangements  with  the  home  regarding  admission.  In  the  majority 
of  instances  the  girl  is  entitled  to  full  maternity  benefit  and  conse- 
quently a proportion  of  the  fees  are  recovered  in  this  way.  Very 
occasionally  the  parents  or  putative  father  make  a contribution. 

The  Council  make  an  annual  grant  to  the  Chichester  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Association  towards  administrative  expenses. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  in 
the  Borough  during  1965  was  154,  compared  with  140  in  the  previous 
year,  giving  a rate  of  17.16  in  1965  and  16.35  in  1964. 

CO-ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

Regular  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  between  representatives 
from  various  departments  concerned  with  problem  families,  etc.,  and 
where  possible  plans  were  devised  for  giving  assistance  and  co- 
ordinating the  social  services  involved.

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HOVE  DAY  NURSERY 


The  Borough  has  one  Day  Nursery  situated  at  No.  57  Clarendon 
Villas,  Hove,  and  accommodation  is  provided  for  51  children  up  to 
the  age  of  5 years.  Fees  paid  are  governed  by  the  National  Assistance 
allowances,  etc.,  and  at  the  end  of  1965  the  minimum  charge  was  1/- 
and  the  maximum  15/-  per  day.  The  fees  are,  however,  reduced  in 
cases  of  financial  hardship. 

The  Matron  has  experienced  considerable  difficulty  throughout  the 
year  in  obtaining  and  retaining  suitable  staff,  and  it  would  seem  that 
this  situation  is  unlikely  to  improve  in  the  immeidate  future. 

On  the  31st  December,  1965,  the  staff  of  the  Nursery  consisted  of :

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  Council  to  keep  the  premises  in  good 
decorative  order  both  inside  and  outside,  and  minor  improvements 
are  continually  being  made,  but  as  stated  by  my  predecessor,  these 
premises  are  old  and  entirely  unsuitable  for  use  as  a Day  Nursery  by 
virtue  of  the  fact  that  the  front  door  is  approached  by  some  8/10  steps 
and  the  building  itself  contains  three  flights  of  stairs.  !n  spite  of  these 
difficulties,  however,  the  Matron  and  her  staff  make  full  use  of  the 
facilities  which  are  available  and  the  children  certainly  do  not  suffer.

The  distribution  of  these  foods  was  transferred  from  the  Ministry 
of  Food  on  28th  June,  1954,  and  since  that  date  National  Dried  Milk, 
Cod  Liver  Oil,  A and  D Tablets  and  Orange  Juice  has  been  obtainable 
at  all  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  Borough,  and  at  the  Mothercraft 
Training  Society,  Dyke  Road,  Hove.  I would  like  to  thank  the 
Mothercraft  Training  Society  for  their  co-operation  in  the  sale  of  these 
foods,  which  has  enabled  mothers  living  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town 
to  obtain  supplies  without  having  to  make  a long  journey  to  one  of 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE  1965 

Despite  recruitment  difficulties,  the  Home  Help  Service  continues 
to  expand,  and  to  give  ready  assistance  where  the  need  arises.  Home 
Helps  are  mainly  recruited  from  amongst  married  women  who  are 
already  experienced  in  the  domestic  tasks  of  cleaning,  cooking  and 
general  housewifery.  They  must  possess  qualities  of  sympathy,  tact, 
kindliness  and  adaptability.  Performing  domestic  tasks  in  someone 
else’s  home  is  never  easy,  and  in  addition  Home  Helps  must  care  for 
sick,  aged,  convalescent  and  handicapped  patients.  The  reason  for 
their  attendance  is  because  health  or  social  problems  will  be  ameliorated 
and  Home  Helps  are  never  sent  to  a home  merely  because  the  occupant 
would  like  someelse  to  do  the  housework.  Consequently,  the  work 
is  very  demanding  and  sometimes  unpleasant,  but  to  women  with  a 
sense  of  community  spirit  it  provides  satisfaction  and  the  feeling  of 
a job  well  done  in  providing  aid  for  those  in  need. 

Our  best  recruitment  comes  from  amongst  the  Home  Helps  them- 
selves as  they  know  the  type  of  work  and  cases  a Home  Help  is  expected 
to  attend  and  explain  and  encourage  others  to  join.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  Home  Helps  to  regard  themselves  as  members  of 
the  Health  Department  team,  aware  of  the  requirements  of  the  patients 
they  help  so  well  under  trying  conditions  and  otherwise. 
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Sickness  rate  and  leave  of  absence  was  high  during  1965  with  the 
employment  of  married  women  with  family  commitments,  which 
showed  itself  where  less  hours  were  worked  during  the  year,  but  more 
cases  were  covered. 

The  table  overleaf  sets  out  in  detail  the  work  of  this  section.  It  will 
be  noted  that  the  actual  number  of  persons  aged  65  years  or  over 
visited  for  the  first  time  in  1965  was  30  more  than  in  1964  and  the 
total  visits  to  all  classes  of  cases  showed  an  increase  of  32. 

Staff  Meetings  are  held  from  time  to  time  and  these  always  prove 
most  satisfactory,  but  the  difficulty  occurs  in  fixing  suitable  times 
with  a working  staff. 

With  the  Home  Help  Service  there  is  a need  for  contant  change  of 
programme  to  meet  emergencies  and  absences  through  sickness,  etc., 
and  this  involves  a great  deal  of  extra  clerical  work  upon  the  clerical 
assistant,  and  rhe  Organiser  is  grateful  for  the  ready  and  understanding 
help  in  this  direction. 

The  Organiser  has  been  able  to  cover  several  requests  for  Night- 
Sitters  throughout  the  year,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Queen’s 
Nurses,  which  in  the  case  of  a chronic  invalid  has  given  relatives 
relief  and  has  provided  comfort  to  any  seriously  ill  aged  person  alone 
in  their  home. 

The  appointment  of  a part-time  Assistant  Home  Help  Ortaniser 
in  1964  has  relieved  the  Organiser  from  much  of  the  routine  visiting 
<md  so  enabled  her  to  have  more  time  available  for  the  recruitment 
and  training  of  staff. 

The  service  is  not  restricted  to  helping  the  elderly  population 
in  the  Borough  and  any  person  who  is  ill  or  infirm,  and  mothers 
having  a home  confinement  are  entitled  to  receive  a home-help  on 
production  of  a recommendation  from  their  own  doctor. 

Thanks  are  expressed  to  Hospital  Almoners,  General  Practitioners, 
Geriatric  Health  Visitors,  etc.,  for  their  co-operation,  and  I would  like 
to  express  my  appreciation  once  again  for  the  conscientious  way  in 
which  the  helps  have  carried  out  a difficult  job  during  the  year. 

PROVISION  OF  INCONTINENCE  PADS 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  14/63  dated  19th  July,  1963,  stated 
that  the  Minister  of  Health  wished  to  commend  that  local  health 
authorities  provided  incontinence  pads  as  part  of  their  arrangements 
for  the  care  of  patients  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946. 

The  majority  of  cases  requiring  incontinence  pads  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Hove  and  Portslade  District  Nursing  Association.  Occasionally 
the  Geriatric  Health  Visitors  attached  to  the  Public  Health  Department 
find  it  necessary  to  supply  pads  to  patients  on  their  district. 

The  pads  are  placed  in  disposal  bags  and  disposed  of  along  with 
ordinary  household  rubbish  in  the  dustbin,  and  no  complaints  have 
been  received. 

The  Council  Refuse  Department  are  aware  of  this  arrangement.

Section  47:  Removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  to 
suitable  accommodation 

Cases  frequently  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department 
where  an  elderly  person  is  considered  unable  to  look  after  herself  and 
consideration  has  to  be  given  to  the  question  of  admission  to  hospital 
or  a suitable  home.  In  many  cases  it  is  possible  to  provide  a home  help 
and  possibly  arrange  for  a District  Nurse  to  attend  and  thus  avoid 
the  need  for  more  definite  action  by  the  department. 

Occasionally,  however,  cases  do  occur  in  which  the  old  person  is 
quite  unable  to  care  for  herself  and  any  delay  in  obtaining  admission 
to  hospital  or  a home  would  be  serious.  Usually  the  patient  agrees  to 
removal  without  any  trouble,  but  on  odd  occasions  nothing  will 
induce  voluntary  acceptance  of  the  position  and  compulsory  powers 
have  to  be  used. 

During  1965  it  was  necessary  to  remove  seven  persons  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 


The  Borough  of  Hove  has  continued  to  exercise  its  powers  under 
the  Delegation  of  Functions  in  respect  of  blind  and  partially-sighted 
persons  resident  in  the  Borough  by  the  use  of  the  East  Sussex  Associa- 
tion for  the  Blind  as  their  Agent. 

The  numbers  of  registered  persons  at  31st  December,  1965,  were 
Blind  299  and  Partially-Sighted  107. 

The  work  is  undertaken  in  the  Borough  of  Hove  by  Home  Teachers 
for  the  Blind,  who  carry  out  the  welfare  and  teaching  functions 
required. 

Unfortunately,  there  have  been  staff  changes  during  the  year,  and 
it  was  found  very  difficult  to  replace  Home  Teacher  Miss  Minns 
quickly.  This  threw  considerable  extra  work  on  to  the  existing  Home 
Teacher,  Mr.  B.  J.  Clark,  particularly  as  he  had  no  Assistant  for  most 
of  the  time,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report,  that,  while  it  was  not  possible 
to  carry  out  as  comprehensive  a visiting  service  as  would  be  wished, 
Mr.  Clark  was  able  to  deal  with  all  emergencies  and  urgent  appeals 
for  help. 

He  also  visited  and  reported  on  all  new  cases  and  continued  to  hold 
the  weekly  handicraft  class  which  has  been  well  attended.  The 
monthly  Social  afternoon  was  also  held  and  the  allocation  of  the  Beach 
Hut  organised.  This  hut  is  allocated  by  ballot,  a week  at  a time,  for 
the  blind  people  and  their  friends  and  relatives. 

In  addition  the  blind  people  had  the  choice  of  half  and  whole  day 
outings  during  the  summer  and  a Christmas  Party  attended  by  310 
blind  and  partially-sighted  people  and  their  friends  was  held  in  the 
Hove  Town  Hall. 

In  the  main  it  is  felt  a satisfactory  service  was  maintained  during 
a very  difficult  staffing  period,  which  also  coincided  with  a considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  CRIPPLES 


In  1961  the  Hove  Borough  Council,  under  delegated  powers,  took 
over  from  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  certain  statutory  functions 
in  regard  to  the  physically  disabled  in  the  Borough,  and  the  East 
Sussex  Association  for  the  Disabled  acted  as  Agents  for  the  Authority 
since  that  date,  but  as  from  1st  April,  1964,  the  Hove  Branch  became 
independent  of  the  East  Sussex  Association  for  the  Disabled,  to  be 
known  as  “Hove  Society  for  the  Disabled”.  The  East  Sussex  Associa- 
tion are  still  responsible  for  the  provision  of  craft  instruction. 

A Geriatric  Health  Visitor  attached  to  the  Health  Department  is 
responsible  for  keeping  the  register  and  cases  requiring  special  help 
in  the  way  of  equipment,  etc.,  are  referred  to  her  by  the  Hove  Society, 
Doctors,  Hospitals,  etc. 

The  Hove  Society  for  the  Disabled  raises  funds  to  finance  the  Blue- 
bird Club  which  meets  fortnightly  in  St.  Phillip’s  Hall,  New  Church 
Road,  Hove.  The  disabled  are  collected  by  car  or  ambulance  from 
their  homes,  given  tea  and  entertainment  and  a pleasant  contact  with 
friends.  The  Society  also  provides  coach  outings  during  the  summer 
and  holidays  at  various  centres  where  the  disabled  can  be  well  looked 
after.  It  participates  in  the  Sussex  Handicraft  Exhibition  and  Sale 
for  the  Disabled  which  is  held  in  November.  A Craft  Class  is  held 
every  Friday  and  teachers  of  many  handicrafts  visit  the  severely 
disabled  in  their  homes  to  give  instruction.  Their  work  is  then  sold 
through  the  Home  Industries  Department  of  the  County  Association, 
giving  encouragement  and  fresh  interest  to  the  disabled.  Regular 
visits  on  a friendly  basis  are  made  by  voluntary  helpers  to  those  dis- 
abled who  are  home-bound.  Through  this  personal  contact,  special 
assistance  can  often  be  arranged. 

In  May  1965  a Wine  and  Cheese  Party  was  held  for  members  at  the 
King  Alfred  Restaurant,  Hove.  Three  outings  were  held  during  the 
year  to  Greenacres,  Hailsham,  Sheffield  Park  and  Storrington,  and 
special  teas  were  provided.  Two  film  shows  were  held  at  the  club. 

Eastbourne  Exhibition  : Two  stalls  at  this  exhibition  for  two  days 
and  this  entailed  a considerable  amount  of  hard  work  for  all  concerned. 
Club  members  were  taken  to  Eastbourne  on  the  second  day  by  coach 
and  provided  with  refreshments. 

Grand  Charities  Fair  at  the  Corn  Exchange,  Brighton  : The  Society 
had  a stall  at  this  Fair. 

Christmas  Party  : This  event  proved  to  be  a big  success.  A cabaret 
was  provided  by  Ken  Lyon  and  each  member  was  given  a large  tin 
of  biscuits  on  leaving.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB 


The  Sussex  Diocesan  Association  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  continue 
to  attend  to  the  needs  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  the  Borough  of  Hove 
on  an  Agency  basis,  and  they  keep  in  touch  with  42  deaf  people  in  the 
Borough,  with  a further  6 deaf-blind. 

During  the  year  help  was  given,  with  happy  results,  in  two  widely 
different  cases  of  psychological  disorder  where  treatment  was  hindered 
by  the  communication  difficulties  arising  from  deafness.  Employment 
and  domestic  problems  were  dealt  with,  and  assistance  given  at  inter- 
views. 

The  progress  of  school  leavers  at  work  has  been  followed  up,  and 
contact  made  with  the  families  of  deaf  schoolchildren.  One  deaf  lady, 
now  in  a local  authority  home,  celebrated  her  100th  birthday  in  mental 
vigour.

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CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


During  the  year  two  part-time  chiropodists  were  employed  by  the 
Council  on  a sessional  basis,  and  the  table  below  sets  out  details  of  the 
actual  work  carried  out.

Domiciliary  Visits 

56  patients  were  treated  in  their  own  homes,  and  110  visits  were  made 
during  the  year. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  number  of  sessions  was  increased  by 
three  during  the  year,  it  has  proved  very  difficult  to  cut  the  waiting 
time  for  patients  below  8 to  10  weeks,  and  obviously  if  the  service  is  to 
be  of  full  benefit  to  the  community  this  waiting  time  must  be  con- 
siderably reduced.  It  is  intended  to  provide  more  sessions  early  in 
1966  and  eventually  it  is  hoped  to  employ  a full-time  chiropodist 
working  from  premises  provided  by  the  Council,  and  with  this  in 
mind  the  possibility  of  using  part  of  the  School  Clinic  premises  in 
Shirley  Street,  Hove,  when  this  clinic  is  transferred  to  a new  building 
in  the  Conway  Street  Redevelopment  Scheme,  is  being  explored. 

Applications  for  treatment  are  referred  to  the  Geriatric  Health 
Visitors  in  order  that  a visit  can  be  made  at  the  home  of  the  applicant 
to  explain  the  scope  of  the  service  and  make  some  assessment  of  the 
priority.  The  service  is  only  able  to  cater  for  those  over  the  age  of 
60  years  and  disabled  persons  of  any  age  at  present. 

Transport  is  provided  through  the  Hospital  Car  Service  when 
necessary,  and  their  co-operation  is  greatly  appreciated.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Over  a number  of  years,  considerable  effort  has  been  made  in  the 
field  of  health  education  by  the  Medical  Staff,  Health  Visitors,  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  etc.,  and  invitations  have  been  accepted  from  many 
local  associations,  clubs,  etc.,  to  give  talks  on  subjects  concerning 
health  and  hygiene.  The  subject  of  smoking  has  been  given  a great 
deal  of  publicity  in  schools. 

As  in  previous  years  a considerable  amount  of  useful  literature  was 
obtained  through  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education,  and  these  were  prominently  displayed  at  welfare 
clinics,  schools,  etc.,  throughout  the  area. 

The  “Mother’s  Club”  which  was  started  at  the  welfare  clinics 
some  time  ago,  continues  to  prove  very  popular  with  mothers  and 
their  children.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Mental  Health  Act  1959 

A notable  feature  of  this  act  was  to  do  away  with  designated  hospitals 
for  the  treatment  of  mental  illness  and  the  statutory  notification  of 
admissions  and  discharges  to  the  local  authority. 

One  of  the  long  term  effects  of  this  legislation  is  to  make  it  rather 
difficult  to  plan  the  needs  of  a local  community  care  and  after-care 
service  for  the  mentally  disordered  without  full  knowledge  of  degree 
of  illness  that  is  being  treated  at  a given  time,  it  is  due  to  the  co- 
operation of  the  authorities  at  St.  Francis  Hospital  that  we  have  been 
able  to  produce  the  following  table  of  figures  which  relate  to  the  num- 
ber of  patients  from  the  Borough  of  Hove  who  have  benefitted  from 
treatment  at  St.  Francis  Hospital,  Haywards  Heath.

It  is  stressed  that  the  figures  in  Table  II  do  not  take  into  account 
the  number  of  persons  who  were  treated  in  Brighton  General  Hospital, 
Hove  and  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital  and  the  White  House  Day 
Hospital.  It  also  does  not  take  into  account  the  number  of  persons 
in  Hove  who  are  receiving  treatment  from  sources  outside  the  National 
Health  Service. 


Administration 

The  administration  of  matters  relating  to  the  mental  health  of  the 
community  is  delegated  from  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  to  the 
Health  and  Welfare  Services  Committee  which  consists  of  10  members 
of  the  Hove  Borough  Council. 
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Psychiatric  Out-patients  Clinics 

These  are  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  area  in  and  around  the 
Borough.  Mental  Welfare  Officers  attend  the  Clinics  according  to 
the  needs  of  their  clients.  Co-operation  between  the  Consultant 
Psychiatrist  and  Mental  Welfare  Officer  allows  a very  quick  follow- 
up should  the  patient  fail  to  keep  an  appointment.  This  ensures  the 
patients’  needs  are  met. 

Case  Conferences 

Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  members  of  the  teams  of  various  of  the 
Consultant  Psychiatrists,  and  attend  at  St.  Francis  Hospital  and  the 
White  blouse  Day  Hospital  for  weekly  conferences. 

In  addition  these  officers  attend  such  conferences  as  are  considered 
necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  any  individual  patient  who  is  being 
treated  by  a Psychiatrist  outside  their  own  team. 

A monthly  case  conference  is  held  at  St.  Francis  Hospital  between 
the  staff  of  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Hospital,  this  has  proved 
very  valuable  as  a meeting  place  for  discussion  of  mutual  problems. 


Community  Care 

During  the  year  a total  of  272  people  were  referred  to  the  Mental 
Health  Service.  The  details  are  shown  in  Table  III.

The  relationship  between  the  Mental  Health  Service,  Child  Care 
Officer,  Ministry  of  Labour  (D.R.O.  Health  Visitors,  Citizens’  Advice 
Bureau,  Welfare  Dept.,  National  Assistance  Board  and  the  numerous 
voluntary  organisations  in  the  area  continues  to  be  satisafctorv; 
despite  the  continual  changes  in  the  legislation  affecting  the  functioning 
of  various  departments  it  has  been  found  that  the  solution  to  many 
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of  the  problems  is  often  brought  about  by  the  understanding  and 
willingness  to  co-operate  shown  by  these  services. 

Junior  Training  Centre,  Hillside,  Portslade 

This  centre,  which  was  opened  in  1964,  to  cater  for  the  needs  of  the 
mentally  subnormal  child  under  16  years  of  age,  is  providing  an 
excellent  service  and  from  Hove  12  children  attend  dailv  on  a full- 
time basis  ; 3 of  these  children  commenced  their  training  in  1965. 

Belgrave  Training  Centre,  Clarendon  Place,  Portslade 

With  the  provision  of  this  Centre  by  the  East  Sussex  County 
Council,  it  was  possible,  in  June  1965,  to  transfer  the  13  Hove  adult 
trainees  who  had  been  attending  the  Brighton  Centre  at  Coldean, 
to  a Centre  much  nearer  their  homes,  this  in  turn  allowed  them  to 
travel  by  public  transport  with  beneficial  results. 

Therapeutic  Social  Clubs 

These  are  held  in  the  White  House  Day  Hospital  on  Wednesdav 
and  Thursday  evenings  and  are  staffed  by  members  of  the  P.S.W. 
departments  and  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 

It  is  hoped  to  start  a similar  club  in  the  near  future  to  mete  the  needs 
of  the  adult  group  of  the  Mentally  Handicapped  men  and  women  in 
the  area.

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PART  V. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 
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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  School  Health  Service  has,  like  so  many  Local  Government 
Services,  suffered  in  consequence  of  staff  difficulties  during  1965.  The 
position  in  Hove  has  proved  no  exception  and  the  Deputv  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  MacLennan,  who  was  responsible  for  the  greater 
proportion  of  the  School  Health  Service  resigned  in  May  1965  and  his 
successor,  Dr.  Blomfield,  was  not  appointed  until  September  1965. 
One  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  had  a considerable  amount  of 
absence  due  to  illness  and  these  factors  contributed  to  the  difficultv 
of  running  this  service. 

There  are  many  aspects  of  the  School  Health  Service  m Hove 
which  certainly  are  not  completely  satisfactory  from  the  administrative 
point  of  view  and  the  fact  that  the  School  Clinic  is  situated  some 
distance  from  the  Public  Health  Department  is  certainly  a major 
defect  in  the  organisation.  Unfortunately  I cannot  see  a solution  to 
this  problem  short  of  a new  administrative  block  incorporating  the 
Health  Department,  School  Clinic,  etc.  However,  it  is  my  intention 
to  completely  reorganise  this  section  of  the  department  when  staff 
difficulties  have  settled  down,  which  I trust  will  not  be  in  the  too  far 
distant  future. 

From  records  kept  during  the  year  for  the  Department  of  Education 
and  Science,  it  is  observed  that  the  number  of  children  examined  at 
periodic  medical  inspections  during  1965,  i.e.  1,527  was  325  less  than 
in  1964,  due  I have  little  doubt  to  the  reasons  I have  mentioned  above. 
Of  the  1,527  children  actually  examined  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
only  four  were  considered  to  be  physically  unsatisfactory — the  ques- 
tion of  selective  examination  must  surely  arise  here,  and  this  will  be 
considered  in  the  very  near  future.  Of  the  total  number  of  individual 
examinations  of  pupils  in  schools  by  nurses  or  other  authorised 
persons  (8,540),  only  27  were  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin. 
There  is  a considerable  amount  of  time  involved  examining  heads 
with  very  low  results,  which  in  itself  is  a good  sign.  The  question 
of  spot  examinations  of  certain  school  children  will  be  considered  in 
the  coming  year.  The  table  showing  defects  found  by  periodic  and 
special  medical  inspections  during  the  year  indicates  as  in  previous 
years  that  a large  number  of  pupils  are  found  to  require  treatment  for 
defective  vision  and  nose  and  throat  defects.  335  pupils  were  found 
to  have  errors  of  refraction  (including  squint)  and  there  were  130  for 
whom  spectacles  were  prescribed. 

One  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  carried  out  the  B.C.G. 
programme  early  in  the  year  and  children  of  13  years  upwards  were 
tested  and,  if  necessary,  immunised  against  tuberculosis  (provided 
the  parents  were  agreeable).  The  number  taking  advantage  of  this 
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service  in  1965  was  743  compared  with  583  in  1964.  Of  this  number 
677  required  B.C.G.  vaccination.  Once  again  I would  like  to  thank 
all  Head  Teachers  and  members  of  their  staff  for  the  co-operation 
given  in  the  preparation  and  actual  running  of  this  programme. 
A complete  table  giving  numbers  tested,  etc.,  at  all  schools  is  to  be 
found  later  in  this  report. 

Audiometry  Clinics  held  during  the  year  numbered  22,  compared 
with  15  in  1964.  509  children  were  Sweep  Tested  of  which  467  passed 
and  42  failed.  The  42  children  who  failed  the  test  were  re-checked 
at  special  hearing  assessment  clinics — 23  are  to  be  seen  again  and  19 
were  closed.  One  is  attending  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital 
and  one  was  referred  to  own  Doctor.  The  remaining  number  have 
been  followed  up  by  special  hearing  assessment  sessions  and  are  being 
kept  under  observation  as  necessary.  A total  of  51  children  were 
re-inspected  of  which  39  are  to  be  seen  again  and  12  cases  were  closed. 

The  figures  supplied  by  Miss  Bentley,  Speech  Therapist,  show  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  seen  for  various  defects  from  97  in 
1964  to  116  in  1965.  The  number  of  new  cases  referred  during  the 
year  was  86  against  60  in  1964. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  dealt  with  60  Hove  children  during  the 
year,  as  against  57  in  1964,  and  of  these  the  majority  were  referred 
by  the  School  Medical  Officer  (27),  Private  Doctors  (11),  and  School 
Psychological  Service  (10).  Treatment  interviews  by  the  Psychiatrists 
increased  by  38  cases  in  1965 — (1964)  : 286),  (1965  : 324).  Treatment 
Sessions  and  Clinic  Interviews  by  the  Child  Psychotherapist  increased 
during  1965,  i.e.  Treatment  Sessions  (1964  : 211),  (1965  : 357J) — 
Clinic  Interviews  (1964  : 19),  (1965  : 135). 

Conclusion 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  all 
members  of  my  medical,  nursing  and  lay  staff  who  have  co-operated 
so  whole-heartedly  in  the  running  of  the  School  Health  Service. 
I would  also  like  to  thank  all  Head  Teachers  for  their  co-operation 
at  all  times.  Others  whom  I would  like  to  mention  are  Mr.  O’Sullivan, 
Borough  Education  Officer,  Dr.  Langford,  Dr.  Watson  and  other 
County  Officers,  and  in  particular  I would  refer  to  the  continued 
support  I have  at  all  times  received  from  the  Special  Services  Committee 
of  the  Hove  Committee  for  Education.
